Hazleton, June 248, —An Innovation in
the handling of mine carg 18 about to
be introduced by Coxe Bros, & Co, In
No, 2 colllery, Drifton, One of the tun-
nels pitches from five to 8ix degrees
and at preent It requlres about thirty
mules to handle the cars. The servicea
of these much abused animals are to
be done away with and the cars are Lo
e moved by an alr motor.
